He was called to the Ministry in 
1927, and preached his first 
message at a Church of God in 
Christ in Texarkana, Arkansas. 
His first pastorate was located in 
Smackover, Arkansas. 


He subsequently pastored 
Churches of God in Christ in 


Lou Ann, Camden, 
Locustbayou, Newport, 
Nashville, Wilson, Jonesboro, 


Warren, Fort Smith, and North 
Little Rock. His other 


responsibilities in the state of

teaching of Mother Mattie 
McGlothen.

BISHOP J. A. BLAKE 


Arkansas included the District 
and State presidency of the 
Youth Department of that state. 


On October 5, 1935, he married 
Miss Lula Champion, who has 
been his faithful and constant 
companion and helper. To 
understand the greatness of this 
man one must look not only to 
his enviable abilities and 
Christ-like character, but also to 
this illustrious woman who has 
stayed by his side. Their union 
has been blessed with two sons 
both of whom are ministers. The 
elder son, Rev. J. A. Blake, Jr., is 
pastor of Anderson Memorial 
Church of God in Christ in 
Houston, Texas. The younger 
son, Dr. Charles E. Blake is 
pastor of the West Angeles 
Church of God in Christ in Los 
Angeles. 


In 1947, Bishop S. M. Crouch 
summoned Bishop. Blake to 
California, and appointed him 
Pastor of the Greater Jackson 
Memorial Church in San Diego. 


In 1948, he became District 
Superintendent of the San Diego 
District. 


In 1959, he was appointed 
Chairman of the State Elders’ 
Council. 


In 1961, he was ordained as a 
Bishop of the Church of God in 
Christ, and installed as the 
Assistant Bishop of the Southern 
California Jurisdiction. He was 


past president of the 
Interdenominational Ministers 
Alliance of San Diego, 


California; Past board member 
of the NAACP of San Diego, 


California. He was a member of 
the Board of Directors of Pacific 
Coast Bank in San Diego. 


He has served four terms as a 
member of the General Board of 
the Church of God in Christ. 
Last year, he was appointed the 
Second Administrative Assistant 
to the International Presiding 
Bishop of the Church of God in 
Christ. 


He has served as Interim Bishop 
of the Kansas, Oregon, Utah, 
and Arkansas Jurisdiction of the 
Church of God in Christ. In 


November, 1976, he was 
appointed prelate of The 
Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction of 


Southern California Jurisdiction 
Number One. 


Under Bishop Blake’s 
administration Crouch State 
Temple, 2300 So. Central Ave. 
was renovated. The building was 
completely remodeled. The pews 
were reupholstered, interior and 
exterior painted. 


An artist was contracted to paint 
murals, various stages of the life 
of Jesus Christ on the side walls. 
Another mural of the Lord’s 
Supper was painted, with 
Bishops of the church seated at 
the table, with Jesus elevated 
behind Bishop C. H. Mason, 
Founder. New draperies were 
purchased, rest rooms 
remodeled, dining room 
provided, additional parking 
property purchased and 
constructed and Administration 
Building, adjacent to the main 
edifice.

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BISHOP W. H. GOLDSBERRY 


1895-1984 


BISHOP 
W. H. GOLDSBERRY 


HecASRe. Ray W 1-beLetS 
GOLDSBERRY was born on 
January 11, 1895, in Phillips 
County, Arkansas where Helena 
was the County Seat. He was the 
seventh of thirteen children born 
to Rev. W. M. and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Goldsberry. His father, Rev. W. 
M. Goldsberry, was a farmer and 
the pastor of one of the leading 
churches in the community. 


Having been raised in a strict 
Christian environment. Bishop 
Goldsberry became a Christian 
at the age of eight years old. He 
began to develop an appreciation 
of the Word of God at this 
tender age by helping his father 
to search for scriptures when 
preparing his sermons. Having to 
desire to follow in his father’s 
footsteps as a minister, Bishop 
Goldsberry used to gather his 
playmates together on the farm 
and eulogize dead chickens in his 
‘play church.” 


Even as a child, Bishop 
Goldsberry displayed the Gift of 
Knowledge, being able to tell his 
mother exactly when a visitor 
was to arrive at their farm-home 
and the name of the visitor 
without having been informed 
by anyone...it always amazed his 
parents when the visitor would 
arrive at the exact time that 
Bishop Goldsberry informed 
them. 


Bishop Goldsberry’s mother died 
when he was only eight years 
old, his father died when he was 
only eleven years old. Upon the 
death of his father, Bishop 
Goldsberry obtained a job in the 
saw mill driving a mule-drawn 
dump cart. 


Bishop Goldsberry began his 
railroading career on _ the 
Missouri-Pacific at the age of 
seventeen years old. At the age 
of twenty-three years old he 
joined the United States Army 
and served in World War One as 


a supply sergeant in Gieves, 
France until peace was declared. 
Even in the Army, Bishop 


Goldsberry remained a Christian, 
living true to his calling as he 
had been taught by his father as 
a child. 


As a child, Bishop Goldsberry 
desired to follow in his father’s 
ministerial footsteps, but when 
he became a man he no longer 
desired to preach. His only 
desire was ‘‘to live a 
good-to-honest Christian life, 
pay my (church) dues, and be a 
bench-member.”’ Fortunately for 
those of us who came to know

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The Congress of National Black 
Churches held it’s winter 
consultation in the city of 
Memphis, Tennessee. In 
December, the Peabody Hotel 
had in attendance a ‘‘Who’s who’ 
in Black religion. The leadership 
of these denominations and their 
associates met to build bridges 
of fellowship and trust. The 
Church of God in Christ had 
functioned as a participant of 
the congress since its inception. 
On this occasion two member 
groups hosted the consultation, 
the Christian Methodist 
Episcopal and the Church of 
God in Christ which are both 
headquartered in Memphis. 


The CNBC is an organization of 
the seven largest historical Black 
denominations of America. 
Together, these groups represent 
15 million constituents. Their 
meeting provides a forum from 
which in-depth study and 
reflection over common 
concerns can be scrutinized. The 
resulting dialogue can promote 
togetherness and as_ the

chairman, Bishop John Hurst 
Adams commented, ‘‘CNBC 
gives us an opportunity to trust 
One another.” Only in an 
ecumenical setting of peers can 
such trust develop. Dr. C. Eric 
Lincoln, the resident scholar of 
the congress reflected the hope 
in the fellowship. 


The Congress of National Black 
Churches is the Black church 
celebrating its uniqueness and in 
search of its distinctive mission. 
It is not a call to disavow other 
relationships, or to compromise 
other responsibilities. It seeks no 
grandeur beyond that of love, no 
mandate beyond fellowship. 


The congress is funded in part 
by the Eli Lilly Endowment, a 
major contributor to 
humanitarian and_ religious 
organizations. The endowment 
has been a main force behind the 
congress. The seven member

Christian Methodist Episcopal 
and our Church of God in 
Christ. 


Some of the participating clergy 
were Bishop John Hurst Adams 
(AME), Dr. F. Benjamin Davis 
(NBCA), Bishop Wm. H. Graves 
(CME), Dr. Charles W. Butler 
(PNBC), Dr. Manuel Scott (NBC, 
USA), Dr. John R. Bryant 
(AME), Dr. Thomas Kilgore 
(PNBC) and Bishop Cecil Bishop 
(AMEZ). Bishop J. O. Patterson 
headed the Church of God in 
Christ delegation. Our delegation 
consisted of General Board 
members, Bishop J. D. Husband, 
Bishop P. A. Brooks, and Bishop 
J. N. Haynes. Other Bishops in 
attendance were Bishop Roy L. 
H. Winbush, Bishop Charles 
Brewer, Bishop Ithiel Clemmons, 
Bishop E. H. Moore, Bishop 


Nathaniel Jones, Bishop F. E. 
Perry and Bishop G. R. Ross. 
Other delegates were Dr. N. N. 
Quick, Elder Cleophas Hall, Sr., 
Elder Ronald Morris and Elder 
David Hall. 


The seven delegations used the 
winter consultation to examine 
the issues of evangelism, 
theological education, human 
development, economic 
development and media and 
communication. Special 
seminars were conducted on the 
“Black Church and the Black 
Family”. The presenters and 
panelists made the forum 
especially thought provoking. 


The delegates not only shared in 
dialogue but met at Pentecostal 
Temple for a dinner. The host, 
Bishop J. O. Patterson fed and 
greeted the different delegations. 
More _ than 100 delegates 
toured the church and enjoyed 
remarks from their host. On the

We _ have 
institutions with members, 
money, and the mental abilities 
to provide leadership where 
narrow-mindedness, isolationism 
and fanaticism have tured us 
against one another. The CNBC 
is the Black church making an 
honest effort to provide more 
timely ministry to our people, 
America and the world.

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HEALING TESTIMONY 
by 
Bro. Charles Sampson 


About 6:30 p.m., on Tuesday, 
May 15, 1984, my wife, Mary, 
and I were just returning from a 
week-end trip celebrating our 
Fifteenth Anniversary. Shortly 
afterwards, I went out to mow 
the lawn. After mowing for 
about 30 minutes, I felt myself 
getting dizzy. I didn’t want to 
alarm my family so I went to lie 
down in my bedroom, hoping 
that it would pass. Well it didn’t! 


My wife and nephew, Kevin 
Calcote, were outside working 
on the yard when she told Kevin 
to get his car keys off the 
kitchen table. He went past the 
table into the bedroom; he 
misunderstood my wife. (I now 
realize that God was working in 
this on my behalf.) Next to 
being transformed from a sinner 
to a saint, this experience turned 
out to be the greatest miracle 
that God has worked on my 
behalf. Kevin noticed me lying 
in the bed asleep, or so he 
thought, and I was breathing 
funny. He then told my wife 
that I was exhausted and 
sleeping hard. My wife knew 
that this behavior was unusual 
for me so she immediately went 
to check and found me 
unconscious and unresponsive. 
The medics were summoned and 
responded within 10 minutes. 
After arriving they found me to 
be in a Comatose state and in a 
Ventricular Tachcardia (fast 
heart rhythm). The medics were 
unable to get a pulse rate; my 
heart had quit pumping blood 
which caused my organs not to 
function. In other words, I was 
clinically dead. Just as_ the 
medics were getting ready to 
administer electric shock to 
revive me, God intervened and 
started my heart beating normal 
again. Through the fine efforts 
of the medics and by the 
wonderful grace of God, my 
organs resumed functioning, but 
very weakly. After about 50 
minutes I was transported to the 
hospital but life for me was still 
questionable. 


The last thing that I remembered 
was walking in the house; the 
next thing I knew, I was in the 
intensive care unit at Valley 
General Hospital in critical 
condition. Upon my arrival at 
the hospital, I was dazed, 
confused, and had no 
recollection of the events. Due 
to lack of oxgen getting to my 
brain, my memory span was at a 
minimum. (My brain was just 
beginning to be affected by lack 
of oxygen when medics arrived.) 
I am told that I was scheduled 
for a test on Thursday to check 
for brain damage. Also, I was 
told that after arriving at the 
hospital I was given medicine 
intravenously because my heart 
muscle became irritable which 
caused my heart to have a lot of 
extra beats so my life was still in 
danger. When friends and 
relatives learned the news of my 
condition, endless prayers were 
made to God on my behalf. The 
doctors did everything that was 
humanly possible. Now all that 
they could do was wait to see if 
God would deliver me as I layed 
there helpless and fighting for 
my life. The doctors didn’t feel 


that I was going to pull through 
so they let all visitors come in to 
see me, possibly for the last 
time. My pastor, Alvin Horton, 
and other Elders were the first 
ones to come in to visit and pray 
for me. 


God took me through Tuesday 
night, and when I awoke on 
Wednesday, I was still dazed but 
very slowly begin to put people, 
places and events together. By 
the Grace of God I made it 
through Wednesday, although 
still in intensive care. 


On Thursday morning, as I 
recall, it seemed to be about 
3:00 a.m., when I began to feel 
the prayers as God moved. As I 
talked to Him, I felt my memory 
slowly returning. It was at this 
point that I finally came to the 
realization (for the first time in 
my life) that I could actually 
die. I understood then the 
saying, by Him, we move and 
have our being and that our lives 
are in God’s hand and that life is 
like VAPOR - here today, but 
quickly fades away. I told God 
that I would like to live, but 
search my heart and forgive me 
for all sins whether hidden or in 
plain view, in case He chose not 
to deliver me, I at least wanted 
to see Him in peace. I fell asleep 
praying that prayer. 


I was awaken at about 7:00 a.m. 
(same morning) by the nurse. I 
remembered the machine that 
was connected to me going off 
and the nurse saying, “you no 
longer need this, for you are 
better. We are taking you out of 
intensive care.’ I didn’t get too 
excited because I hadn’t learned 
the seriousness of my condition. 
(I didn’t learn until later how 
death had made it’s arrival to 
take me on.) 


After several tests it was 
diagnosed that I have a heart 
disease called Hypertrophic 
Cardiomyopathy (enlarged heart 
muscle). However, I am trusting 
God for I am persuaded in my 
own mind and I know for myself 
that He is able to perform all 
that He promised, for nothing is 
too hard for Him. 1) He recently 
healed me of high blood pressure 
which [ had for about 16 years - 
I no longer take any medication 
for high blood pressure. 2) He 
has taken me_ through 
tremendous trials, being with me 
during my times of sorrow and 
when my heart was heavy from 
the loss of loved ones. 3) In 
1976, He came into my life, 
therefore raising my soul from 
the dead and now He has 
rebuked death which came to 
take my body to the grave. 


It really excites me when people 
(saved and un-saved) look at me 
and glorify God (not me) for the 
miracle He worked on my 
behalf. I now have a double 
determination to please God and 


work for Him as well as I tell 


others of His goodness. Before 
this experience, I used to take 
things for granted, constantly 
putting off tomorrow for the 
things that could be done today. 
Even in my spiritual life I had 
some areas that needed touching 
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up, but I said I will straighten it 
up later on. But now I try to live 
every day as if it was my last 
(and one day it will be). In the 
past I often thought about 
death, but even at 35 years old I 
really didn’t take it that 
seriously. 


I truly thank God for everyday 
now, for each one is a special 
gift for me, considering life for 
me was gone or at a minimum. 
I’m thankful for this testimony 
and experience, through it my 
faith has been increased and my 
mind, soul and spirit has been 
revived. To get this, the price 
that was paid was 
non-comparable to what I 
received. 


I have resumed my regular life 
style. I returned to work on July 
16, 1984, which surprised many, 
for they thought that I would be 
disabled for a long time and 
working again was doubtful, so 
God again was glorified. 


This testimony is given not to 
boast about me (for as you read 
I didn’t do anything-I couldn’t 
even pray for myself and the 
doctor’s skills were limited) but 
make known God’s deeds among 
the people, and to share his 
goodness and to let the world 
know that God has the same 
power today that He did 
yesterday. (When God really 
touches you, it’s hard to keep it 
to yourself or your own church 
members. ) 


God is worthy of all praises and 
more; oh that men would praise 
God for His goodness and His 
wonderful works. Let everything 
that hath breath, praise the 
Lord, praise ye the Lord. Again I 
praise God for allowing me 
another opportunity to examine 
my life, to see my short comings 
(and to do something about 
them) before it was too late. I 
thank Him for the renewed 
mind, ’m learning to put my 
priorities in the right place by 
seeking those things from above. 
I understand, along with your 
mind, a life is a terrible thing to 
waste. Also, I thank God for this 
experience for it is far more 
precious than money. For 
sooner or later you either lose or 
spend money, but this testimony 
will last for life and can be taken 
by no man. Finally I thank God 
for giving me, “A Night To 
Remember.” To God be the 
Glory, Amen.

The passing of Bishop J. A. 
Blake leaves us saddened. Bishop 
Blake was the _ second 
administrative assistant to the 
Presiding Bishop. He played a 
significant part in the church’s 
ministry. He will be greatly 
missed among the saints who 
love, respect and remember the 
quality people who pass our 
way. Indeed, Bishop J. A. Blake 
is a man worthy of our 
remembrance. 


I interviewed his widow recently 
and feel that her comments 
depict J. A. Blake, the saint and 
man. Mother Lula Blake and the 
Bishop were married 49 years. 
Their marriage paralleled his 
years in the ministry. He had an 
active ministry of 50 years. She 
recalled how they were married 
on November 6, 1935, and spent 
their honeymoon at the Holy 
Convocation.

Both sons 
are pastoring and following the 
call which God has given them, 
faithfully. Dr. Charles Blake was 
recently cited by Ebony 
Magazine as one of America’s 
great black preachers.

M. Crouch called young Elder 
Blake to a small church. They 
left Arkansas and went to Los 
Angeles. “‘Bishop loved the big 
city and wanted a church in a 
big city’’, Mother Blake 
reflected.

GI INSURANCE 1985 
DIVIDEND PAYOUT TO 
SET RECORD 


The 3.4 million veterans who 
kept their GI life insurance 
policies in force will share in an 
annual dividend distribution 
that, for the year 1985, will 
total a record $798.8 million. 


Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Harry N. Walters said the 
record high dividend was made 
possible because of lower death 
rates among policy-holders and 
high interest earnings on the 
insurance funds’ investments. 


No application for the annual 
dividend is needed, Walters 
stressed. Each policyholder will 
receive the dividend in the 
month of the anniversary date of 
the individual policy. Payments 
will be made in the manner 
selected previously by the 
policyholder. Choices range

Government life insurance has 
been issued through various 
periods starting January 1, 1919, 
through May 2, 1966, to 
veterans of World Wars I and II 
and the Korean Conflict. The 
only VA-administered program 
now open to new issues is 
Service 
Insurance. It is available, 
without dividends, to veterans 
with service on or after April 25, 
Li Orolo? Wehtoueh aver a 
service-connected disability. 


Not affected by the dividend 
payout are Vietnam Era veterans 
and post-Vietnam Era veterans 
who fall under different life 
insurance programs. They are 
the Servicemen’s Group Life 
Insurance, the Veterans 
Mortgage Life Insurance, and the 
Veterans Group Life Insurance. 
These are group programs that 


Disabled Veterans: 


do not pay individual dividends. 


The 61,751 holders of United 


States Government Life 
Insurance (USGLI with file 
numbers prefixed by K) will 


receive an average dividend of 
$248 out of a total distribution 
of $15.3 million. These policies 
were issued mainly during World 
War I. 


Some 2.8 million World War II 
veterans, who kept their 
National Service Life Insurance 
(NSLI prefixed with V) in force 
will receive an average $142 
dividend on Modified Life Plan 
policies, $332 on _ other 
permanent plan policies and 
$116 on term policies. The total 
dividend distribution on these 
policies is $688.2 million. 


The newer Veterans Special Life 
Insurance (VSLI, prefixed with 
RS and W) will pay out a total 
of $65.8 million to 352,748 
policyholders. The average 
Daynent to: W term 
policyholders will be $73, the 
RS term will receive $113, and 
the W permanent plan $217. 


TheVeterans Reopen 
Insurance (VRI) program will 
pay $28.6 million to the 
145,206 holders of J, JR and JS 
policies with J policyholders 
receiving about $183, JR $287, 
and JS $469. 


Dividends for individuals 
covered under each program will 
differ according to age, plan 
selected, and length of time the 
policy has been in force.

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ANATOMY OF A 
SACRIFICE 
by 
Connie Taylor 


“I beseech you _ therefore, 
brethren by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is your 
reasonable service. And be not 
conformed to this world: but be 
ye transformed by the renewing 
of your mind, that ye may prove 
what is that good, and 
acceptable, and perfect, will of 
God.”’ Romans 12:1, 2. 


Romans 12:1, 2, is a loaded 
passage of scripture. In this 
increasingly self-centered 
generation concerned with its 
own comfort and convenience, 
the word “‘sacrifice’’ has become 
obsolete. One who sacrifices is 
termed either noble or nuts. 


The nature of sacrifice is that 
one should present a required 
Object, to be laid on the altar 
and offered up to one’s god(s). 
The object was a living creature, 
animal or human, to be slain on 
the way to, or once it was upon 
the altar. The Hebrew law 
required animal sacrifices. Clean, 
spotless animals. Other pagan 
rites required humans. The point 
of the sacrifice was to appease 
one’s god(s): turn away anger; 
seek favor; prove loyalty. 


The best kind of sacrifice was 
that which would not ordinarily 
be given up so easily, because of 
its value. Thus in the pagan rites 
one’s own flesh and blood would 
be considered a_ great and 
acceptable sacrifice. Because it 
might have been required, made 
it no less an easy thing to do. 


Hebrew animal sacrifices 
foreshadowed the ultimate 
sacrifice of God’s own Son Jesus 
Christ for our transgressions. 
Yet, God dares to ask that we 


too offer a_ sacrifice. The 
ultimate sacrifice for us as 
human beings: ourselves. He 


does not ask us to lay our lives 
on the altar and die for Him, but 
a more difficult feat: to LIVE 
for Him. 


The Bible says ‘‘to obey is better 
than sacrifice’, and yet there are 
times when the very act of 
obedience becomes a sacrifice in 
itself. Presenting ourselves as 
LIVING SACRIFICES is an act 
of obedience which we are told 
is our ‘“‘reasonable service’’. 


The very thought of sacrifice 
goes against our gain. It means 
having to give up. Let go. Flesh 
does not relish in that. Flesh 
wants to hang on, have control, 
keep, possess. Hence, a struggle 
is involved. The requirements of 
the Spirit with the desires and 
wants of the natural man. The 
new nature struggles with the 


old. Many find it hard to 
sacrifice, and to be living 
sacrifices because struggling 


means fighting. We don’t want 


to fight. And the fight is with 
ourselves. 


Spiritual cowards do not make 
many sacrifices. They do not 
like the thought of struggle. Of 
fighting. They live by the “God 
Knows Gospel.” 


“God knows what a tough time 
I’m having giving up this habit.” 


“God knows that this is my 
great weakness, He 
understands.” 


“The Lord knows that I’m just 
not ready to quit, and there’s no 
use in me trying when I really 
don’t want to. He understands. 
When I am ready, the Lord will 
just deliver me and I won’t have 
to go through a whole lot of 
stuff.”’ 


When the Lord steps in and 
delivers because you cry out for 
it, want it, and desire it....that is 
not sacrifice. That is just plain 
garden variety deliverance. 


But when that thing, that habit, 
that possession, that portion of 
self is there, needing to be laid 
on the altar; when I really don’t 
want it on the altar. When I 
don’t want to have to struggle 
with letting go. When I don’t 
want to struggle. Don’t want to 
fight. Yet simply out of 
obedience, out of love for my 
God, as a part of being a living 
sacrifice, I give it up, or try to, it 
becomes a sacrifice. 


I may fall time and time again, 
but I get back up. It becomes a 


mental struggle as the devil 
bombards me _ from. every 
direction. But I fight. 


Mentally...I fight (2 Corinthians 
10:3-6). Spiritually...I fight 
(Ephesians 6:12). I fight myself 
(1 Corinthians 9:27). To make 
the sacrifice....whatever it is. 
To BE a living sacrifice. For 
what? 


To appease my God? To tum 
away His anger? To prove myself 
to Him? No. That was all done 
for me long ago on Calvary by 
my God Himself. When He 
became the sacrifice to prove 
Himself to me. Why does He 
require this sacrificial giving of 
myself? “...that ye may prove 
what is that good and 
acceptable, and perfect, will of 
God.”’ 


Me. A living sacrifice. A walking 
conglomeration of sin, 
selfishness, and imperfection. A 
legend in the field of 
disobedience. To prove what is 
good. Acceptable. Perfect. The 
will of God. I’d rather die. I’d 
rather be the kind of sacrifice 
that one kills, and gets it over 
with. That, rather than struggle 
with the pieces of me, the habits 
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Bishop Blake died Nov. 18, 
1984, at Scripts Hospital in San 
Diego. 


Survivors include his wife of 49 
years, Mrs. Lula Blake; two sons, 
the Rev. J. A. Blake, Jr. and Dr. 
Charles E. Blake; sister, Mrs. Lila 
Hawkins; two brothers, Ulysses 
and Dave Blake; two 
daughters-in-law: Dorothy and 
Mae L. Blake. Six grandchildren, 


and a host of nieces and 
nephews, other relatives and 
friends. 


The Presiding Bishop J. O. 
Patterson delivered the eulogy 
and lifted the hearts of the 
hundreds who filled the church.

He briefly 
returned to work at _ the 
Missouri-Pacific Railroad, then 
he moved to Youngstown, Ohio 
where he worked in the steel 
mills for about two or three 
years. Because most of his 
relatives had moved to Chicago, 
Bishop Goldsberry decided to 
migrate here also...it was in 
Chicago that God began to 
change the direction of Bishop 
Goldsberry’s life. 


Bishop Goldsberry was looking 
for and praying about a good 
wife, having lost his first wife to 
death by a miscarriage prior to 
his service in World War One. His 
niece, Izola Banks, introduced 
him to Theace Helen Mitchell 
(later to be affectionately 
known as “‘Baby Lump’’). 


Theace was a saved young lady 
who immediately took Bishop to 
her church and thereby led him 
into holiness. They were married 
on February 7, 1931. ‘Baby 
Lump” preceded our pastor in 
death in September of 1980. 


Although no children were born 
to this union, Bishop Goldsberry 
was “Dad” to many; being 
hospitable, he reared many of 
his wife’s sisters and brothers 
and a host of nieces and 


nephews. He also lovingly cared 
for his mother-in-law for 


thirty-two years. 


Shortly after marrying ‘‘Baby 
Lump”, Bishop Goldsberry was 
baptized and filled with the 
Holy Ghost at McGee’s Temple 
Church of God in Christ where 
the late Elder F. W. McGee was 
the pastor. It was at McGee’s 
Temple that Bishop Goldsberry 
received confirmation from the 
Lord that he was to preach the 
Gospel. He told the Lord, “I 
can’t preach!”, because he was 
such a quiet man; but God 
retorted, “I don’t want YOU to 
preach! Just live the life and let 
ME preach!” 


Bishop Goldsberry built his 
spiritual life around three things: 
1) prayer, 2) fasting, and 3) a 
consistent study of and faith in 
the Word of God. He often 
fasted the three-day journey 
from Chicago to Los Angeles, 


“In 


while faithfully carrying on his 
duties as a Pullman Porter. He 
would then eat something light 
in Los Angeles and then fast the 
entire journey back to Chicago, 
yet continuing his duties. 


1937, God gave Bishop 
Goldsberry a vision. In the vision 
he saw a fishing pole which no 
one else wanted. Bishop picked 
up the pole and began fishing 
with it. In the vision, Bishop was 
reeling in fish just as fast as he 
could put the pole in the 
water...one right after the other. 
God revealed’ to Bishop 
Goldsberry the meaning of this 
Vision: THAT, “BLS HOP 
GOLDSBERRY WOULD ONE 
DAY PASTOR A CHURCH 
WHICH WOULD RAPIDLY 
GROW! It was not until 1955, 
that the fulfillment of this vision 
materialized. 


At an age when most men are 
thinking about retirement, 
Bishop Goldsberry began his 
pastorate of the Faith Temple 
Church of God in Christ on 
March 7, 1955...at the tender 
age of 60 years YOUNG. 


The newborn church was first 
located in a storefront at 6211 
S. Wentworth. Shortly thereafter 
the congregation moved to 
another storefront at 5810 S. 
Wentworth. In 1957 or 1958 the 
congregation desired to purchase 
a Sbiuildingat.9) 7032S. 
Wentworth. They were given six 
months to raise a downpayment 
of $15,000.00 by the realtor. 
Three weeks short of their 
deadline. The church only had 
$3,000.00 towards the 
downpayment. By FAITH, 
Bishop Goldsberry forged ahead 
with the legal paperwork 
believing that God would meet 
the needs of the church. In less 
than three weeks. Bishop 
Goldsberry took $15,000.00 to 
the realtor and thereby secured 
the property! 


Faith Temple remained at 7032 
S. Wentworth until 1962, until 
Bishop Goldsberry began to feel 
that the location was too small 
to hold all the people. In 1962, 
Bishop Goldsberry laid claim, by 
faith, on a piece of property 
located at 7158 S. Peoria 
St....although the property was 
not for sale and was occupied by 
another congregation! 


When the property went on the 
market, people tried to 
discourage Bishop Goldsberry 
from making the purchase. They 
told him that he would never be 
able to fill a church of that size. 
They told him that he would 
never be able to pay for a church 
that costs that much money. But 
look where faith in God brought 
him! Bishop Goldsberry was 
undaunted by the snide remarks 
made by others and by those 
who tried to persuade others not 
to give and support this new 
effort, because Bishop 
Goldsberry was trusting in God 
and not in man...he believed that 
if a person trusted GOD that 
God would make a way! And He 
did! 


Bishop Goldsberry (Elder 
Goldsberry at that time) was 
appointed to the office of 
Bishop by the late Senior Bishop 
O. T. Jones, Sr., in 1966. Bishop 
Goldsberry was the founder, the 
trailblazer, the pioneer of the 
Sixth Jurisdiction of 
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Illinois-Church of God in Christ. 


Bishop Goldsberry went on to 
establish churches in British 
Honduras and Ghana, West 
Africa. His missionary journeys 
took him to the Virgin Island, 
South America, the Bahamian 
Islands and London, England. 


Though he was a busy man for 
the Lord, Bishop Goldsberry 
always found the time to be 
hospitable..he was an excellent 
cook who often prepared 
scrumptious roasts, turkeys, 
‘coons and other foods for 
festive occasions, not to mention 
the fact that for years he was the 
‘““Head Chef”? when it came to 
preparing the soup the saints 
would eat after a long shut-in 
fasting at Faith Temple!” 


Bishop Goldsberry had been a 
minister of the Gospel for over 
fifty years, the pastor of Faith 
Temple for over twenty-nine 
years, and the Bishop of the 
Sixth Jurisdiction for over 
eighteen years. 


On December 3, 1984, the Lord 
in His Sovereignty and 
Providence, saw fit to deliver 
Bishop Harry Willis Goldsberry 
from his labors and to allow him 
to dwell in his eternal mansion 
in Heaven, praising God in his 
glorified body forever and 
forever.

in me, the sin in me that I don’t 
want to let go of and thus, have 
to sacrifice. 


Different strokes for different 
folks. It was easy for me to quit 
drinking and smoking. Not so 
easy to fast a few days. Easy for 
my friend to stop reading those 
dirty books. Not so easy to read 
the Word everyday. Don’t really 
want to. Got to make a sacrifice. 
It can be painful being a living 
sacrifice. 


Is there hope for the living 
sacrifice? Is there help for the 
sacrifices the living sacrifice has 
to make? “God did tempt 
Abram...”” (Genesis 22:1-18). He 
asked Abram to make a sacrifice. 
His only son. What went through 
Abram’s mind as he walked to 
the place of sacrifice? Of course 
he believed God. But what if? 
He spoke confidently to his son 
that God would provide. But 
what if? And as he “stretched 
forth his hand and took the 
knife to slay his son...”’, what if? 
God provided a ram in the bush, 
and Abram was spared his son 
Isaac. 


Our sacrifice works on the same 
principal, but with a twist to the 
ending. As we lay that thing on 
the altar, God meets us with a 
ram in the bush. Not to take the 
place of the sacrifice (because 
the thing needs to be given 
up...needs to die). But to replace 
the void left by the giving up of 
that thing. Something good and 
acceptable, and _ perfect.....the 
will of God. 


As we lay ourselves on the altar 
to become living sacrifices, we 
are to meet with a ram in the 
bush. The Holy Spirit, the Spirit 
of God, who fills us and helps us 
to become “a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God.”

You have to 
realize that marriage is not a 
50/50 proposition, but a 
100/100 _ proposition. Wives 
should never push or pressure 
their husbands but pray that 
God will keep us in submission. 
That’s not being put down or 
belittled. In reality when we are 
in God’s will and in accord with 
His Word, we are in the safest 
place that anyone could be. 


A WOMAN THAT reads God 
word will become persuaded that 
it is the truth. Once you are 
persuaded and really grasp what 
it says, you will be pleasing God. 
God is looking for women who 
will be totally submitted to Him 
and who will let His spirit 
change them.

Instead, look to the Lord to 
keep you free from sin (Jude 24) 
and use love to resist sexual 
temptation. You can’t use fear 
very long (“I won’t sin because 
I’m afraid Ill get caught’’) 
because eventually desire will 
overcome fear. But the opposite 
of fear is love (I John 4:18) and 
here is the secret to victorious 
living: Remind yourself how 
much God loves you, and how 
much you love Him. Eventually 
you will find that temptation 
has no power over you. 


Since He loves you, He is doing 
everything possible to meet all 
your needs in His perfect plan. 
And since He loves you, that 
plan is best for you, so you owe 
it to yourself to cooperate with 
Him. Remind yourself of what 
He has already done for you, 
and of how it hurts Him when 
you rebel. (Think of what the 
devil says to God when we sin!) 
Then ask yourself if you want to 
hurt the Father who loves you 
so much. 


Let your goal in life be to grow 
in grace, to become more like 
Jesus, every day. If your goal is 
to please yourself, or to meet 
your own needs, you will find it 
easy to sin. But if your desire is 
to please God and _ to allow 
Him to meet your needs, then 
you can live above sin. (If, by 
the way, you have already 
sinned, ask God to forgive 
you--and He will. Make up your 
mind to do right from this 
point--and you can. But you 
should make every effort not to 
sin in the first place, because sin 
always leaves a scar.) 


Learn what to do with your 
mind. Don’t feed your thoughts 
with junk from television or 
from worldly people. Instead, 
concentrate on good _ things 
(Philippians 4:8) and use the 
power of praise, even in 
temptation. You won’t feel like 
praising God, but do it anyway 
and you will find unexpected 
strength. Praise Him for saving 
you; thank Him for His power; 
rejoice in the fact that He has 
brought you this far; magnify 
His greatness and not your 
weakness; delight in what He has 
already given you; be glad about 
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His reliable promises and His 
everlasting mercy and His 
sufficient grace. 


Now, the following two 
paragraphs are for mature saints, 
or for those who will write me if 
they have questions. (If you 
don’t fit into either of those 
categories, please skip to the 
bottom of the column!) Watch 
yourself to be sure that your 
spirituality is disciplined. If you 
pray a great deal, or fast a great 
deal, but don’t discipline 
yourself in your daily living, you 
will probably find yourself 
vulnerable to unusual physical 
temptation. You can damage 
yourself by fasting three days 
and nights once a month, and 
eating gluttonously for the rest 
of the month. You can hurt 
your spirit by reading your Bible 
for twelve hours straight one day 
a week, and ignoring the Word 
for the rest of the week. And 
you can harm yourself by 
speaking profound thoughts but 
doing rude or unkind things to 
the people you meet. 


Discipline yourself to ‘“‘take up 
your cross daily.”” You will be 
stronger if you take a few 
minutes every day to read your 
Bible and pray. You will be 
more stable if you fast regularly 
on Tuesdays and Fridays until 
noon or 3:00. And you will be 
more like Jesus if you make 
every effort to show His love to 
everyone you meet, including 
your family. Then your mind 
will be established and you can 
resist, temptation, just like He 
did. 


Don’t compare yourself with 
anyone but Him! Even if 
everyone else is a hypocrite, 
what matters is your walk with 
the Lord. Nothing is worth more 
than your salvation and Satan 
can’t give you any good thing; 
whatever he has may seem 
pleasant, but it will only destroy 
you. The saved life is not always 
easy but there’s no better life. 
So make up your mind to live 
saved, and God will give you all 
the help that you need.
